THE GOVERNORS OF THE STATES OF MANIPUR AND TRIPURA 
(ALLOWANCES AND PRIVILEGES) ORDER, 1972. 

G.S.R. 189.—The following Order made by the President on 15th 'July, 1972 
is pubUshed for general information:— 

In pursuance of section 48 of the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 
1971 (81 of 1971), the President hereby makes the following Order, namely;— 

1. (1) This Order may be caUed the Governors of the States of Manipur and 
Tripura (ARowances and PrivUeges) Order, 1972, 

(2) It ^all be deemed to have come Into force on the 2lBt day of January, 
1972. 

2. The General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), applies for the interpretation 
of this Order as It applies for the Interpretation of a Central Act. 

,3. In this Order,—■ 

(a) "Governor’’ means the Governoi of the State of Manipur or Tripura. 

(b) “acting Governor” means a person appointed by the President to dis¬ 

charge the functions of a Governor;

(c) maintenance” in relation to official residence includes the payment of 

local rates and taxes and the provision of electricity, gas and water 
and in relation to motor cars, includes the pay and allowances of 
chauffeurs and the provision of oil and petrol; 

(d) “Official railway saloons, river craft and aircraft", in relation to the 

Governor, means such railway saloons, river craft and aircraft, if any, 
. as may be provided for use; 

(e) “official residence’’ in relation to the Governor means the official resi¬ 

dence specified in column (21 of the i'irst Schedule to thus Order and 
includes .such other residence or residences as may be used as ■'hi. 
official residence or residences of the Governor and also includes the 
staff quarters and other buildings appurtenant thereto and the 
gardens thereof; 

(f) “State” means the State of Manipur or Trlf)ura. 

4. (1) There shall be paid to the Governor, including an acting Governor, in 
connection with his appointment, an allowance equal to his actual expenses in 
travelling, vnth hi.s family if any, and his family's cll’ects, to take up hi.s dulies 
as Governor or acting Governor, as the case may be, and a similar allowance on 
his vacating the office of Governor, or acting Governor, to return to the place where 
he ordinui'dy resideJ at the time of his . 3 pnointm?T-it 

(2) There .'-haU also be paid to the Govornor but not an acting Governor, in 
connection with his .'ippointmcnt— 

(i) a sum to l-e fl-ied from time to 'imf' by the President and to he payabli: 

subject to such conditions as moy be dete-nuned by hijn, to be ,sp?r;! 
on t'lie purchase ot .suitable moior cars for the use of the Go\' 0 -'nor; 
and 

(ii) Governor’s actual expenses on Ihe freight and insurance in trangportln, 

tho.se raoto.- cars to the State. 

5. The Governor, throughout hi.s term of office, shall be entitled, without pay¬ 
ment of I'cnt c; hire, (o t’-? use oi bir olllcial residence and olllcial railway .saloons 
and river crL=jft and airernft and of the motor cars provided +or his use, and no 
charge shall fall on him pet'sonnll.y in respect of inuliitcnance thereof. 

G. (1) There shall be p.i'd from lime to time to the Governor an allowance 
equal to hi.s actual expenses in renewing the furnishings of his official residence, 
so, however, Iha’’' the iotal rwiiount paid shall not exceed the maximum specifted 
In column (.‘i) of the First RcheJulc to this Order: 

Pi’ 0 '"lded th.at if, when the Governor as,surne.g office, the period which has 
elap.sod since his predecessor assumed office (acting Governors being disregarded) 
falls short of live years, the maximuni so specitied .shall he decreased by such 

amount as the President may by special order determine. 

(2) Sub-paragraph (1) does not apply to an acting Governor. 

7. In order that the Governor may be enabled to discharge conveniently and 
with dignity the duties of his office, there shall, in each year, be charged on. and 
paid out of, the Consolidated Fund of the State concerned—■ 

(a) for each of the purposes specified in the Second Schedule to this Order 

such amount not exceeding the maximum amount specified in the 

appropriate column of that Schedule, as may be reuired by the 

Governor; 

(b) for the maintenance, improvement, renewal or replacement of the 

Governor’s official residence such amount not exceeding the maxi¬ 
mum amount specified In the Third Schedule to this Order, as may 
be required by the Governor; and 

(c) such amount for expenditure on official railway saloons as may he de¬ 

termined by special order erf the President; 

Provided as follows :— 

(1) that the Governor may, with the approval of the President, reappro- 
nriate, whenever necessary, fro* one sub-head to another sub-head 
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specified in the Second SchedLde, but so as not to exceed the maxi- 
mum amount specified in column (8) thereof; 

(2) that the maximum amount specified in column ( 8 ) of the Second 
Schedule may in any year bo increased by the amount not expended 
in previous year.s and also by such amount as the Governor may con¬ 
sider necessary to defray the leave allowances and pension charges 
of the Aido-dc-Camp; 

(.3) that if dearness or other allowance admissible at the commencement 
of this Order be morged in the pay or increased or reduced at any 
time, the maximum amount specified against any of the appropriate 
suh-hearis of the Second Schedule shall be deemed to have been in¬ 
creased or reduced accordingly; 

(4) that no expenditure shall be incurred on the maintenance, Improve¬ 

ment, renewal or replacement of official residence in excess of the 
amounts specified in the Third Schedule except with the special order 
of the President which must bo obtained in advance; 

(5) that the Governor may without exceeding the maximum speciiled in 

column (81 of the Third Schedule, re^propriate, whenever neces¬ 
sary, from one sub-head of the said Schedule to another sub-head 
thereof. 


8 No easterns duties shall he levied on the following articles if imported or 
purchased out of bond by the Governor on appointment or during his tenure of 
office— 

(a) articles for the personal use, wear or consumption of the Governor or 

any member of his family; 

(b) food, drink, and tobacco for consumption by members of the Governor’s 

household or by his guests, whether official or not; 

(c) articles for the furnishing of any of the Governor's official resld^nceti; 

(d) motor cars provided for the Governor’s use. 

9. Notwithstanding the cesser of operation of the North-Eastern Areas (Re¬ 
organisation) (Governors’ Allowances and Privileges) Provisional Order, 1972, 
anything done or any action taken under the said Order shall be deemed to have 
been done or taken under the corresponding provision of this Order.

period from the 21st January, 1972 to 31 st March, 1972 . This Order which seeks 
to replace the provisional Order has, therefore, been ^iven retrospective effect 
from the 21 st January, 1972 . No one’s Interest is prejudicially affected by reason 
of the retrospective effect as is being given in this Order.
